The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9 and 19-22 
are allowed as the prior art, in particular Lamberts et al. (US 6,421,198), Cheung et al. (US 
5,825,579), or Hagen (US 5,982,173) do not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. Claims 1 
and 19 teach a method for calibrating the gain of a position error signal. Regarding claim 1, the 
distinguishing elements of the claims teach calculating the kurtosis for a calculated position error 
signal values; and adjusting the gain value in response to the calculated kurtosis. Regarding 
claim 19, the distinguishing elements of the claim teach calculating the kurtosis for a selected 
position error signal values; and associating the selected gain value with the kurtosis having the 
greater absolute value.
